VII) for the manufachire 
of a medicament useful for inhibiting HCV activity in a mammal infected with HCV. The present invention also relates to the use 
of said sulfonamides in pharmaceutical compositions aimed to treat or combat combined HCV and HIV infections. In addition, 
the present invention relates to processes for preparation of such pharmaceutical compositions. The present invention also concerns 
combinations of the present sulfonamides with other anti-HCV agents and/or anti-HTV agents. 
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
